KING NEBUCHADNEZZAR'S DREAM. 


[CONTINUED FROM PAGE 548.]} 
THE ‘nent image which Nebuchadnezzar had seen in a dream, Wein a 
golden head, had also “his breast and his arms of silver ;” and Daniel, in his 
interpretation of it, said, “After thee shall arise another kingdom inferior to 
thee.” This had reference to the Medo-Persian empire, which succeeded 
the Chaldean in its supremacy. Though inferior in wealth, power, and 
grandeur to Babylon, even as silver is inferior to gold, it nevertheless 
conquered and bore the sway, and took its place as chief among the 
nations.. The two arms denoted the Medes on the one hand, and the 
Persians on the other; the breast signifying their combination and amal- 
gamation. Or, if we view, the kings as representatives of their dominions 
(as Nebuchadnezzar was of his empire, as the “head of gold”), thé two 
arms of the image will denote the kings of Media and Persia, Darius and 
Cambyses (who were relatives of each other); and the breast signifying 
their union in Cyrus, who was then the military representative and ulti- 
mately became the regal successor of both. 

Darius, king of Media, ae Cambyses, king of Persia, combined to take 
war against Belshazzar, the king of the Chaldeans.” They therefore dis- 
patched their respective armies to besiege Babylon, placing their united 
forces under the command and generalship of Cyrus, who was the son of 
. ‘Cambyses and the nephew of Darius, and afterwards became king of both 
dominions, thus forming the Medo-Persian empire. The entire force under 
the command of Cyrus amounted to 722,000 warriors, consisting of 600,000 
foot, 120,000 horse, and 2,000 chariots. So impregnable were the walls and 
fortifications of the city, that there was no hope of succeeding in assault 
by battery. Cyrus therefore determined upon entering the city by strata- 
gem ; Kas to'sccompliah this, he availed himself of the advantage of a vast 
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lake, then dry, on the outside of the city, which had been excavated in 
the days of Nebuchadnezzar for the purpose of carrying off the water of 
the river (by means of a canal) while constructing under its bed the tun- 
nel which connected the two palaces situated upon its opposite banks. 
Cyrus had deep trenches dug in order to divert the course of the river to- 
wards this dry lake; and when the work was completed, the water was 
turned off, through the trenches, into the lake, and the whole army 
marched along through the thus emptied channel of the Euphrates into 
the city. This was effected at night, at the time of a great annual festival, 
when the citizens were engaged in feasting and revelry. So effectually 
was the entrance made by this stratagem, that the inhabitants of the out- 
skirts of that part of the city were made prisoners before alarm could be 
given or the news of the invasion and the investment Le communicated to 
headquarters. Cyrus and his troops, thus far successful, hurried on to- 
wards the center of the city, to the king’s palace, where they found Bel- 
shazzar and his court, with “a thousand of his lords,” and a great company 
of attendants, etc., assembled at a banquet. Such was the hilarity and 
general confusion that prevailed among the palace guards that the gates 
were unprotected, and Cyrus with his army gained an easy entrance into 
the royal enclosure. 

While Belshazzar was feasting and e with his lords, princes, 
wives and concubines, in the banquet hall, surrounded by all the luxury 
and splendor that his court could afford, and impiously drinking wine to 
the honor of idol gods out of the sacred vessels of gold and silver which 
Nebuchadnezzar had taken from the Temple of the Lord at Jerusalem, 
there appeared upon the wall, before the affrighted vision of the king, the 
figure of a man’s hand, writing in mystic characters the doom of Babylon: 
“ Mene, mene, tekel, upharsin.” So unexpected and mysterious was this oc- 
currence, that “suddenly the king’s countenance was changed, and his 
thoughts troubled him, so that the joints of his loins were loosed, and his 
knees smote one against another.” In his fear, he “cried aloud to bring 
in the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the soothsayers, and asked of them 
the interpretation of the mysterious writing, promising that whosoever 
would reveal the secret to him should be clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chain of gold about his neck,” and “ be the third ruler in the kingdom.” 
These so-called “wise men,” however, “could not read the writing, nor 
make known to the king the interpretation thereof.” But the queen in- 
formed him that there was a young man, named Daniel, in whom was 
“the spirit of the holy Gods,” who was competent to “shew the interpre- 
tation.” Daniel, therefore, was at once ushered into the royal presence, 
and, by the gift and power of God, gave the following interpretation to 
the king: “Mene: God hath numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. 
Tekel: Thou art weighed in the balances, and art found wanting. Peres. 
Thy kingdom is divided, and given to the Medes and Persians.” . 

The literal meaning of the word mene” is sim ply numbered, its W 
tion making it more emphatic ; its prophetic import, however, according 
to Daniel, was, in reference to Belshazzar, that the hours of his reign, as 
king of the Chaldeans, were numbered up—that his kingship was.ended— 
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his kingdom finished. The literal meaning of “tekel” is simply weighed:; 
but its prophetic import, in reference to Belshazzar, was, that he, as 
monarch of Babylon, was “weighed in the balances, and found wanting.” 
The signification of peres, literally considered, is simply divided; “uphar- 
sin” being another form of the same word, implying plurality, with 
the conjunction “and” (represented by «) also prefixed. The prophetic 
import of the word, to Belshazzar, was, that his Chaldean empire was 
about to be rent from him—his kingdom “ divided and given to the Medes 
and Persians.” Thus the startling Hebrew words, “ Mene, mene, tekel, 
upharsin,” (or, Numbered, numbered, weighed and divided,) had their fulfil- 
ment that very night in which the mysterious “fingers of a man’s hand” 
wrote them upon the wall of the king’s banquet-house.“ The days of 
his reign were numbered; he was weighed. in the balances, and found 
wanting ; his kingdom was taken from him and divided between the 
Medes and Persians. In that night,” says the sacred historian, “was 
Belshazzar, the king of the Chaldeans, slain.” Thus ended the Baby- 
lonian dominion, for “Darius the Median took the kingdom,” adding it 
to his own, and made Babylon the seat of his government, Persia form- 
ing part of the new empire, to the throne of which Cyrus un 
succeeded. 

During the reign of Darius, the kingdom was divided into 120 provinces, 
over each of which a princely governor was placed. Over these princes, or 
governors, the king placed three presidents, of whom Daniel was first,” 


or chief. Thus “ Daniel was preferred above the presidents and princes, - 


because an excellent spirit was in him; and the king thought to set him 
over the whole realm.” (Daniel vi: 1-3) At the death of his father 
Cambyses, Cyrus became king of Persia; and at that of his uncle Darius, 
he became monarch of the whole Eastern territory, which then took the 
name of the Persian empire. Hence, during his reign, the royal proclama- 
tion to rebuild Jerusalem was worded as follows: Thus saith Cyrus, the 
king of Persia, the Lord God of heaven hath given me all the kingdoms of 
the earth; and He hath charged me to build Him an house at Jerusalem.” 
(Ezra i: 2.) After a suécession of kings, the Persian monarchy, which 
lasted about 200 years, was subverted by another power referred to in n the 
dream of Nebuchadnezzar. 

-The great image, whose head was of ald. and his breast: . arms of 
W had also “ his belly and his thighs of brass.“ This was significative 
of what Daniel, in his interpretation of the dream, called “another third 
kingdom of brass, which shall bear rule over all the earth.” The “third 
kingdom” alluded to was the Macedonian, or Grecian, whose king was 
‘Alexander the Great. As brass is an inferior metal to silver, so was this 
_ ‘kingdom, in wealth and grandeur, far inferior to the Persian, although it 

ultimately conquered it and took its place as the ruling or dominant 
nation of the earth. The Greeks were often designated the “ brass- 
‘clothed,” or “ brazen-coated Greeks,” owing to their coats of armor being 
uniformly made of brass, by which they were distinguished in the military 
‘world, 
At the time of Aa wars W Persia, Darius Codomanus occu- 
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pied the throne. 
proved victorious. The first was “the battle of the Granicus,” which was 
fought near the town of Zelea, on the bank of the Granicus, a. small 
Phyrgian river running from Mount Ida into the Propontis, Ww = 
Cyricus. That river separated the two antagonist armies ; but Alexa 
nothing daunted, crossed the stream and climbed the ere bank —— 
the Persians were stationed, which was steep and rugged, followed by his 
troops, and commenced the mortal strife. The Persian forces, commanded 
by Memnon, consisted of 100,000 foot and 10,000 horse; while Alexander's, 
commanded by himself, consisted of only 30,000 foot nail 5,000 horse, The 
Macedonian hero, however, gained the victory, with a loss of only about 
115 men. The loss on the Persian side was immense, 2,000 surrendering 
and the rest taking to flight. 

The next was “the battle of Issus,” which was fought on the 3 of 
the Pinarus, in a plain near the city of Issus. The Persian army consisted 
of 600,000 men, commanded by Darius himself, who was accompanied by 
his entire household, his officers of state, with their households, and also a 
large retinue of attendants; everything in connection with the cavalcade 
being arranged on a most gorgeous scale. Alexander, however, unabashed | 
by the pomp and dazzling splendor of the scene before him, again gained 
the victory over the Persians; and Darius, on beholding 100,000 of his men 
killed, timidly took to flight, followed by his discomfited hosts. 

Darius, on different occasions, sent overtures of peace to Alexander, the 
last of which was accompanied with an offer of 10,000 talents, the hand of 
his daughter Barsine in marriage, and the possession of all the provinces 
westward of the Euphrates. Alexander rejected the offer, and ned. 
“The world will not admit of two suns, nor of two sovereigns.” __ 

The “battle of Arbela” followed, which was fought on the ar ram 
tween the Tigris and the Kurdistan mountains, near to the village of 
Gaugamella, about twenty miles from the city of Arbela. Alexander's 
army consisted of 40,000 foot and 7,000 horse, while the Persian comprised 
600,000 foot and 50, 000 horse, with 200 scythe-chariots and fifteen elephants. 
Alexander again became victorious, with a loss of only 1,200 men. Darius, 
finding 300,000 of his men slain and a number captured as prisoners, took 
to flight, as he had done before, and was followed by the remainder of his 
soldiers, thousands of whom perished in crossing the river Lycus. Alex- 
ander pursued him till midnight without success, but captured all his bag. 
gage and royal treasures, which had been left at Arbela. 

The success of this last battle made Alexander sovereign. of the one 
Persian empire, and gave him dominion over all Asia. He proceeded at 
once to Babylon, purposing to make that city the metropolis of all his 
dominions. On arriving there, he found the battlements thronged with 
citizens ; and a large portion of the population had come out of the city 
for a short distance to meet him, headed by their magistrates and priests, 
bearing rich presents, and weleoming him as their future king. On enter- 
ing the city with his army, he found the streets strewed with flowers, and 
the air fragrant with incense smoking from silver altars, with priests 
chanting joyful celebrations ; for as, during the reign of their late kings,

they had been greatly persecuted, their religion suppressed, and their 
temple demolished, they had now hopes of a favorable change taking 
place; and in this they were not disappointed. 

After subduing the different provinces of Persia, and extending his con- 
quests to India, Egypt and other countries, Alexander died in Babylon, in 
the year 324 B.c. He was, without doubt, a great warrior. He was daunted 
at no danger, and shrank at no obstacle, where he saw the least possibility 
of success. He professed to “love danger, for its own sake.” His military 
fame, heightened by successive conquests, extended far and wide, and his 
mighty power was acknowledged and felt “over all the earth,” in fulfil- 
ment of Daniel’s prediction. By his own sword, which had cut the 
Gordian knot, he gained the sovereignty of Asia; and by his martial 
prowess he also acquired considerable dominions in Europe and Africa. 
Hence he was designated “The king of the world ;” and it is said of him 
that when he had virtually conquered the whole of the then known world, 
he wept:for more worlds to conquer. 

After Alexander's death, his vast dominions were divided among his 
four chief generals, Cassander reigning over Macedon and Greece, with 
the western provinces; Lysimachus over Thrace and Bythinia, with the 
northern provinces ; Ptolemy over Egypt and the southern provinces ; 
and Seleucus over Syria and the eastern provinces. The two last domina- 
tions, the Egyptian and the Syrian, being the greatest and by far the 
most noted and powerful, were appropriately symbolized by the two 
brazen thighs of the image, the Alexandrian era being that signified by 
the belly. All the provinces, however, with their dependencies, were 
comprised in and still continued to form the one great Grecian empire, 
which was the “third kingdom of brass” that was to “bear rule over all 
the earth.” This supremacy it held for upwards of three hundred years, 
and then in its turn had to succumb to another A alluded to in 
N ebuchadnezzar’s dream. 
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"MISSION ARTES MOBBED IN SOUTH. 


WE 3 ae courteously permitted to peruse a letter from Elder William 
Winder, son of Bishop John R. Winder, now on a mission in the Southern 
States, to his wife. He gives in it an account of some interesting ex- 
periences with a mob, who were determined to run the Elders out of Stan- 
ley County, N.C. The letter is dated July 31, and the following is the 
substance of the statement in reference to the operations of the mobocrats: 
The Elders had an appointment to hold a meeting at the house of Mr. 


Dick on the Sunday previous, and arrived in the locality a few days before, 


in order to visit friends. When they arrived they found the people in the 
district in an uproar about the missionaries, and a number of them con- 
spired to take them out of the meeting and put them over the river into 
an adjacent county, and demand that they remain away permanently. 
They also threatened Mr. Dick. The latter stated that as he had agreed 
to allow the brethren to hold meeting at this place he would stand by 
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it if they desired, no matter what might come of it. It was concluded, 
however, to give up the idea of filling the appointment. 

The mob did not learn of this intention, and about seventy-five 2 them | 
gathered at the place appointed for meeting. Subsequently they procured 
a warrant for the arrest of the Elders, on a charge of committing a breach 
of the peace. The brethren did not evade the issue, being innocent, and 
were placed under arrest. While in custody and on the way to Albemarle, 
J. B. Simpson, the complaining witness, approached the brethren and tried 
to induce them to leave the county and the charge would be withdrawn. 
They refused to do so. This disappointed the accuser, who knew the mob 

had nocase. About fifty men were gathered on the road to take the pris- 
oners from the custody of the officers and drive them out of the locality, 
but their courage did not reach the “sticking point,” and Albemarle was 
reached in safety. Friends were on hand to give bonds for the appearance 
of the brethren to answer to the charge, but they deemed it safer to re- 
main in prison, and did so, sleeping on a straw pallet on the floor during 
the night. The sheriff treated them kindly. A committee of three, de- 
puted by a large mob, who remained at a distance, called at the jail and 
- demanded that the sheriff deliver up to them the Mormon” prisoners. 
The officer declined. Being told that force would be used if he did not 
comply; lp still refused to surrender his wards, Ne effort was: to 
carry the threat into execution. 

When the trial came on the courthouse was crowded. The two features 
of the charge were that the Elders had been the means of a man and his 
wife separating, and that they had preached false doctrines, and therefore 
committed a breach of the peace. It was shown that there was not the 
slightest ground for either allegation, and the defendants were — 
and the costs taxed against the complainants. 

Subsequently a mob gathered and informed the Elders that hei: were 
going to take them out of the county. The latter talked the matter over 
with their persecutors and finally agreed to leave of their own accord, pre- 
ferring that method of departure to being accompanied over the border 
by an escort. Thus the matter ended.—Deseret News. | |

France, Germany, Italy and Austria the fatality from sunstroke and kindred causes was 
very great; | 
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The city of Reanoke, Virginia, U. S. A., was delnged by a cloudburst on August 22, 
several persons being drowned ; an immense amount of property was destroyed. 

Three collisions occurred in England on August 20—two at London, and one near 
Leeds. The total number of persons injured was fifty-five ; only one was killed. 

The steamer Anglia ran aground at the mouth of the Hooghly river, near Calcutta, on 

August 25, and capsized. Of the forty-seven persons on board fifteen were drowned. 
_ Considerable uneasiness was occasioned in European circles by the announcement, on 
August 23, that Russia had sent an expedition of 20,000 men against Afghanistan. The 
Ameer has complained to the British government of the Russian aggression, and has re- 
ceived from India a large consigament of rifles for his troops. 

An awful disaster occurred in a coal mine near Bridgend, South Wales, on August 26, 
through an explosion of gas in the workings of the mine. There were 148 men at work 
at the time, and of this number 110 were killed. Those who survived were in the mine 
for thirty hours after the explosion before they could be reached by the relief parties. 

Eugene Bunch, the notorious train robber and outlaw, who has been engaged in the 
robbery of so many trains on railways in the southern part of the United States, was 
tracked by a sheriff and posse, on August 22, to a Mississippi swamp. Though came up 
with suddenly, he fired at the sheriff, fortunately missing his mark. The posse fired at 
almost the same instant, and Bunch fell dead, pierced with five rifle balls. His waistcoat 
was lined with rifle and revolver cartridges set in pockets so close together as to form a 
_ shield about his chest, ‘The sheriff's party also succeeded in capturing Colonel Hopgood, 
Bunch’s lieutenant, and himself a famous outlaw. 

A terrible tragedy occurred at Carey, Indian Territory, U.S.A., about the 20th of 
August. Four well-connected young men from Venison, Texas, went on a hunting expe- 
dition, and when in camp at Carey, five cowboys came up and began an interference with 
the property of the hunting party, one of whom ordered them off. They shot him dead, 
and as the three remaining boys sprang for their guns, they, too, were shot several times. 
The desperadoes then coolly sat down and ate a meal of the boys’ food, robbed the camp 
and departed. Two little Indian boys came, and one of the boys who was still alive told 
them of the tragedy, directed them to inform the stationmaster, and then succumbed to 
his injuries. The bodies were taken care of, and the sad news telegraphed to their 
friends, The murderers escaped. 
Russia, Germany, and France, and extended to Belgium, Holland, and Great Britain. 
In the first three countries named the sanitary boards seemed incapable of contending 
against the disease with even moderate success. France and the Netherlands are in a 
somewhat better condition, though the number of cases is slightly on the increase. In 
Great Britain, whither the disease has heen carried by emigrants from the continent, the 
strict quarantine and sanitary regulations have impeded the progress of the epidemic, so 
that up to the present but few cases have developed outside of those who were exposed 
to cholera infection at foreign ports. The virulent character of the disease is shown by 
_ the excessive rate of mortality among those attacked. 

The mail steamer from Yokohama arrived at San Francisco on August 23, bringing 
news of enormous losses of life by a typhoon, landslide, and earthquake, in Japan, in the 
early part of August. The typhoon raged for three days at Fokashlina, the town being 
flooded and 150 people drowned. ‘I'wo thousand houses were wrecked by the flood. 
Twenty-five thousand people were being fed by the government in Akaogun, the report 
from that district saying that 300 persons had been drowned and 3000 dwellings swept 
away. The landslips occurred on a mountain side in Otamura. They filled up a river 
and converted the valley into a great lake. Many were drowned. The earthquake oc- 
curred at Fokushima. Great fissures opened and swallowed up 160 houses, causing the 
death of about 100 persons. CW

tion of the Jews, he there met certain leading men of the tribe of Judah 
who, speaking of the followers of Jesus of Nazareth, of whom they knew 
Paul was one, said to him, “as concerning: this sect, we know that every- 
where it is spoken against.” The situation of the Latter-day Saints with 
regard to popular animadversion of them affords a perfect parallel to that 
of the Former-day Saints ; and in latter times, as in the early days of the 
Christian era, this antagonism is displayed in acts of persecution more or 
less violent in their nature. 

The principal agitators against the Sainte in the days of the Lord's 
iiniatty on earth did not arise out of heathendom, or from among those 
who professed no belief in the true and living God. The bitterest oppo- 
nents of Christianity claimed to believe in the revelations of the Most High, 
and in the inspired utterances of Moses and the Prophets respecting the 
coming to earth of the Redeemer of the world; while the popular opinion 
which gave them support in their assaults upon Him was among’ those 


who _ professed the same faith in the Divine word. Yet when Jesus and 


His disciples proclaimed the fulfilment of the prophecies which the Jews 
pretended to receive as the word of God, with reference to the first-coming 
of the Lord, and proved by the Scriptures that their proclamation was 
true, they were maligned, persecuted, beaten: and ‘slain’ 
mony. | 

The history of the Latter-day Saints is a repetition of the Ata 10 
their brethren and sisters in the Church of Christ over eighteen centuries 
ago. They declare the fulfilmént of scriptural prophecies relating to thé 
second coming of the Lord, showing by the law and the testimony that 
they bear, witness of the truth, and preaching the same Gospel of salvation 
and warning; yet the bitter persecution which they are compelled: to 
endure comes from those who assert a belief in the Scriptures. which 
testify of the divine message of the Saints. Truly, as the children of 
Judea meet in judgment the words of Moses and the Prophets, 50 will 
modern Christendom be judged by the ‘teachings of Christ and His in⸗ 
spired c the law and their antago- 
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nism'to and persecution of 
tion. 

The Saints have had an extensive experience in being persecuted for the 
Gospel’s sake, and naturally often refer to that feature. But as à rule it 
is not given undue prominence in comparison with other matters. The 
policy pursued has been rather to the contrary, and many instances of 
mobocracy toward the Saints, which under other circumstances .would 
have been published to the world, have been withheld from the public, 
lest evil-disposed persons, learning of such wrongful acts and the usually 
accompanying fact that the perpetrators escape punishment, would there- 
by be encouraged to similar deeds and thus make matters worse. This 
has been the rule wherever the Gospel has been carried ; generally speak- 
ing, therefore, only the more conspicuous instances of persecution. have 
been brought to public attention. 

In past years the Saints have received better protection, in Great Britain 
than in some other places. This has been the effect of a more strict and 
impartial administration of the laws in this nation; so that the feeling of 
antagonism. has been usually limited to expression in words or to a cold 
indifference to those who bear the Gospel message. But recent years 
show a change, owing to the operation of prejudice against the Saints and 
erroneous ideas concerning their doctrines and practices ; probably the 
most marked indication of this is that shown by a London magistrate last 
month, in j justi ing the disturber of a meeting on the ground that thé 
“Mormons” preached pernicious doctrines. The idea that faith in the 
Lord, repentance from sin, baptism in water, and conferring the Holy | 
Ghost—these were the principles taught—are. pernicious doctrines. in 
England may be new. to some people ; it certainly is inconsistent with 
the national profession. It is probable, however, that the magistrate 
never ascertained what the real doctrines of “Mormonism” were before 
he condemned them ; if he did not, the rendering of a decision without 
such ascertainment is hardly a compliment to his judicial faculty. 

Of late, outbreaks of the persecu tive spirit. have been frequent i in Wales, 
where the hostility to the Saints is such that the missionaries particularly 
have. been greatly annoyed and harassed in numerous ways, This has 
continued for some time; but notwithstanding experiences that are de- 
cidedly unpleasant, the Elders laboring there have an earnest determina- 
tion to fulfil their duty. They are diligently. calling on the people to re- 
pent and believe the Gospel, and are seeking to thoroughly warn them. 
As an instance of what they sometimes have to meet, we take the following

Notwithstanding such opposition as this, which is inspired by the 
powers of darkness, the responsibility rests upon the Elders to give the 
people an opportunity to receive or reject the Gospel ; but this work is to 
be accomplished as ‘they are directed by the Holy Ghost, which will lead 
them to be wise and careful; and to avoid anything that partakes of rash- 
ness. If the people do not want the Gospel, there will be no effort to 
force them to accept it. The Lord has given explicit instructions upon 
this point; if a man will not, receive the servants of the Lord, He says 
they are to go away from him and bear testimony of it to the Almighty, 
“and return not again to that man. And in whatsoever village or city ye 
enter, do likewise. Nevertheless, search diligently and spare not; and 
woe unto that house, or that village or city that rejecteth you, or your 
words, or your testimony concerning me.” The calling of the Elders of 
Israel is to bring salvation to those who will accept of it; persecutors and 
mobocrats, and those who will not listen to the tabtdinény of the servants 
of God, should be left to such testimonies as He sees fit to send, and which 
will prove effective for the purpose designed. As history is being re- 
peated in the persecution of the Saints of the Most High by those who 
pretend to revere His word, so will it have a parallel in the condemnation 
and punishment of the persécutors. V H. A.

President Woolley said that as the people had met in conference capacity

The authorities of the Church, of the European Mission, and of the Man- 
chester Conference were sustained by the vote of the people. 

The report of the conference since February 14, 1892, showed that 16,214 
tracts had been distributed, 261 general and outdoor meetings held, 33 
Church works disposed of, and 164 loaned. There were also: Baptized, 14; 
emigrated, over eight years, 27, under eight, 6; received 4; excommu- 
nicated, 8: died, 2; births, 3; Sabbath schools, 1. In the conference — 
there are: 1 High Print, 9 Sevention 21 Elders, 7 rn 2 Teachers, 3 
Deacons, and 125 members. 

Elder Evans spoke on the general belief of the world concerning the 
death of Christ and the salvation of man, and proceeded to enumerate the 
principles of the Gospel as taught by the Savior and His Apostles. He 
also pointed out the necessity of authority from God in order to properly 
administer in the Gospel ordinances. 

Elder Stratford was pleased with the opportunity of addressing the 
Saints. This is not always the privilege of the Elders. Sometimes their 
meetings are broken up, not because they have done anything wrong, but 
because of popular prejudice against them, though they are teaching the 
truth. In this respect the present does not differ from the experiences of 
the past. Truth has always bad a power contending against it. The 
Latter-day Saints are bearing testimony to-day to the same Gospel as was 
preached by the Lord and His Apostles; but darkness covers the earth 
and gross darkness the people, so that it i is difficult to cause the light to 
_ penetrate the dense cloud. 
President Young said the e Saints are trying to do the wilf of 
God in the way which He has appointed. There seem to be a great many 
people who are willing to serve Him in their own peculiar way, but that is 
not sufficient to salvation. The teachings of the Elders of Israel to-day are 
not something new, but were taught in the heavens from the beginning. 
The spirits in their pre- istend state rejoiced at the prospeet of coming 
to this earth to have an opportunity of learning and of being ex- 
alted. There never was a time when there vas not a world, and people 
upon it, passing daily through an experience similar to that through 
which we are now passing; and there never will be, because the works of 
God are one eternal round, and to them there is noend. In speaking. of 
the death of the faithful, he said it was naturally a. time of sorrow to us. ; 
but if we look beyond the. vail; it ought to be a time of perfect trust in 
the Lord and of peace, for the change is a release from the troubles and a 
rest from the labors of this life. We should strive to perfect ourselves 

and put on the wedding garment, that we may be ready to enter into the 
marriage feast. We have a course of training to go through that we may 
be prepared for associations in the kingdom of God. There are many 
Saints daily engaged in the Temple of the Lord for those who have gone 
without having had an opportunity of obeying the Gospel. The Elders of 
Israel come to the people in these lands to do them good, yet some of them 
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persecute them for it, but the Lord will reward His servants for their 
faithfulness. It is His will to guide His children to all truth, if they will 
accept of that guidance ; but He will force no man to heaven. .
